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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-5, 7-20, are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The closest prior art shows the influence of applied of vector field onto electrophoretic particles 
but does not disclose an electromagnetophoretic ink having plurality of second aspect elements 
within encapsulating structure comprising a second aspect inner layer, and second aspect outer 
layer; plurality of second aspect elements is configured to translationally displace within the 
encapsulating structure under the influence of an applied gradient field, and is further configured 
to translationally displace within the encapsulating structure under the influence of an applied 
vector field. For the purpose of addressing the display the two gradient field and vector field 
have been applied to the aspect elements.
